Report of the School Board 


FOR THE 


TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT OF NORTHIFELD. 


In presenting this annual report of our schools, we wish to 
congratulate you upon the successful termination of the school 
year, which we have reason to believe has been a prosperous 
one for the advancement of education. 

Our teachers have all honestly and faithfully discharged the 
duties that devolved upon them, and the pupils have made 
commendable progress under their instruction. 

The length of the school year was nearly equal to the pre- 
ceeding year, but a glance at the Treasurer’s report shows a 
balance of $145.72 on hand, and includes the Literary Fund, 
which we did not receive nor get any estimate of, until after 
Feb. 1, 1894, therefore we have been unable to give the Dis- 
trict the benefit of it the past year. 

The average daily attendance in some of our schools has not 
been as creditable as we might expect and hope for. Whenever 
a parent or guardian detains a child from school for work, they 
take from the child’s future fortune many times the value of his 
time for work and he is robbed by his nearest friends. 

A judicious expenditure of the appropriation for repairs, has 
placed apart of the school property in a substantial and attract- 

ive condition. ‘The school houses in Centre, Rand, Bay Hill, 
and Tebbets districts, have received a much needed coat of 
paint. ‘The shed at Bean Hill has been repaired and painted, 
blinds placed on the school house, the grounds graded and en- 
closed by a permanent fence. We hope the same amount will 
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be appropriated this year to make needed repairs on the re- 
maining buildings. 

Two complete charts have been purchased and each school 
now has one of these valuable instruments. 

To write English quickly and with ease is something not 
easily or quickly acquired. Training to speak and write should 
have a definite place in every school and not be left toa general 
exercise two or three times a year, and with a view to this end 
we have introduced Miss Hyde’s Lessons in Language, which 
has been heartily welcomed by teachers and pupils. — If there is 
any book that should be placed in our scuools the coming year 
it is Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic. 

We would call the attention of our citizens to the need of a 
course of study for our schools and we trust that this sugges- 
tion will meet with so much favor that the School Board will 
feel justified in adopting a carefully prepared plan of study that 
willinsure the small pupils learning more than reading and 
spelling in the first two years, aid the teachers in classifying 
the school and save the great waste of time that results from 
every change of teachers where the school has no plan of work. 

We feel that in the death of Mr. Benjamin Gale late chair- 
man of our board the cause of education has lost a true friend, 
the district one of its best citizens, an honest man the noblest 
work of God. 

Centre. 

This school has been in charge of Miss Mabel J. McDuff, an 
inexperienced teacher who possesses to a marked degree the hap- 
py faculty of winning the love of her pupils, thus making her 
work in the school-room satisfactory to both children and par- 
ents. Miss McDuff was very ambitious, and labored earnestly 
for the advancement of her school. The oral instruction was 
especially commendable. ;

This was Miss Forrest’s first experience in 
teaching, and by her tact and dignity in the school room has 
shown an aptitude for the work. <A large amount of thorough 
and practical work was accomplished.

The changing of the school year, which has been made by 
the present Board, makes the report, which is usually enclosed 
in the Annual Report of Tilton and Northfield, very incomplete 
and we suggest that the tax payers and parents attend the An- 
nual School Meeting, which will be called on Friday, March 
16th, at 7:30 o’clock P. M., at which time full reports and 
propositions-will be made, looking to a better plan of choos- 
ing the Board of Education. 

We have, as before suggested, changed the school year and 
introduced a course of studies which we think, with the assist- 
ance of the parents, will be of lasting benefit to the school and 
village. 

There has been started, by some of our public spirited citi- 
zens, With the approval of this Board, an evening school which 
we think should receive your careful attention. 

In starting on our official year we were met with the resigna- 
tion of our popular and efficient Principai, D. W. C. Durgin.
